Attempts to Operate; Po-

CITESTER. Pa. April 16 —The most 


'serious disturbance which has marked 
I the strike of the motormen and con- 
I ductors of the Chester Traction Company 
| 01 curi ed early today during which two 
employes of the company were shot, but 
not seriouslv Injured 
The company at- 


tempted to operate a car and William 
Borgmann who acted as motorman, was 
shot in the foot during an attack on tn« 
trolley by a large crowd of strike sym- 
pathizers. 
Earlier in the day William 


Grlesemeir, a claim agent of the com- 
pany, was shot in the leg while leading 
a squad'of forty men who had been im- 
ported to take the place of the strikers, 
to the car barns. 
Disorder was spasmodic 
during 
the 


night, but the serious outbreak beg?n 
with the attack on the tmporlnd m»i , 
snortly before 5 a. m.

they were quartered to the car barn by | 
wav of back streets was discovered by 
the strikers and their svmpathizers and

Motorman Also Shot. 
The company decided at once .to start

crowd began to b-at him and the con- 
ductor. 
Bricks, pieces of Ifad pipe and 


other missiles were thrown and everv 
window In the car 
was broken.

number of revolver shots were flitd and 
one bullet struck Borgrrann in the foot 
A strong detachment of police rushed up 
and after Considerable effort succeeded 
In driving the crowd back. 
Ihe car was 


left standing on the tracks and Borg- 
mann and the' conductor were huriled 
into the bain. 
The police roped'off the streets ad- 


jacent to the bain and are now on 
guard

condemned the traction company for at- 
tempting to resume service without his

The mayor then railed a 


meeting of the police committee of the 
city council to consider the sltvation.

BIG FIRE 


Trial Proves That Millions Were 


Lost by ,&ts of • 


Incendiaries. 


SAN FRANCISCO. April 16. — The 


Jury In an action tried in the Supe- 
rior <-ourt of this city yesterday, de- 
cided that at least a large part of the 
conflagration of April 18, 1906, was the 
work of incendiaries. 


A suit was brought by the Califor- 


nia Wine Association against the Com- 
mercial Union Fire Insurance 
Com- 


pany, of New York, for insurance on 
property situated in the vicinity of 
Fifth and Brannan streets. While the 
Insurance company introduced a mass 
of testimony concerning the force and 
effect of the earthquake, the 
"Wine 


Association introduced the testimony 
of two witnesses who saw two men i-g- 
nlte the ruins of a building sltuate-d on 
Sixth street, about four blocks below 
Market. 
Incendiary Origin. 


It was shown that this fire spread 


and destroyed a district embraced be- 
tween Fourth street on the east. Sev- 
enth street on the west. Folsom street 
on the north and Townsend strec-t on 
the south. Involving a destruction of 
many millions of dollars' 
worth 
of 


property. 
The amount of Insurance 


on property situated in this district, 
not yet settled.. Is believed to be in 
the neighborhood of three 
or 
four 


million dollars.

garding the incendiarism was that of 
a -witness named Nelson, who saw a 
•imllar act of

atreet near Folsom," where a man was 
seen to throw a lighted rag into a 
store.

POURING IN THE POISON 


* 
In the April number of the American Magazine appears an article 


by Lircoln Steffens, whose cousin—a ballot box stuffer—was par- 
doned out of San Quentin at the instance qf Francis J. Heney, en- 
titled "Burns, the Intriguer." Steffens is the professional muck-raker 
who made Heney obnoxious and ridiculous in the eyes of decent, 
thoughtful people by picturing him as a dime novel hero, fighting, 
shooting, bluffing, blustering and shouting his way through the world. 
His latest article is an apotheosis of all the practices th*e normal man 
is taught to regard as debased a'nd degrading. It is intended to 
glorify William J. Burns, the companion in arms of Francis J. Heney, 
in the eyes of the public. As was the case with Heney, Burns uses 
Steffens to trumpet his own fame,'or infamy. Here is the estimate 
he places upon himself (the estimate he desires the public to 
accept): 


"The prosecution couldn't disclose, of course, what its some- 


thing big was, but it was the trapping of the Supervisors and, by 


' catching them red-handed taking marked money, compelling them 
to expose the whole graft system and uncover the sources of the 
city's corruption higher up. This was Burns' business, and he was 
hard at it all the time. ,But intrigue was his game, and intrigue is 
.slow at best, even when nobody knows what you are about; but with 
jail opponents warned and a city full of people looking on, intrigue 


1 is difficult indeed. 


"And Burns' opponents were veterans at intrigue. That 'Labor' 


administration was like a royal court. 
Schmitz, vain, weak and 


jealous, was more like a king than a mayor; his wife, a thrifty 
woman who had the final word with him, was a queen; and the 


(district leaders and heads of departments were courtiers all. No- 
'body was ever secure^. Ruef, the boss, cheated Schmitz; Schmitz 


• cheated Ruef; and they both cheated the Supervisors, who cheated 
them. Everybody deceived everybody else; they told tales and 
gossiped, plotted and counterplotted. 
It was amazing, and mean, 


but most amusing, too, and—to the detective—a great opportunity. 
For if the grafters were adepts, Burns was a. pastmaster of intrigue. 


"Some of the jealous groups had a use for Burns, when he ap- 


peared, and they approached him. Well, he had a use for them and 
he let them approach. He entered right into the spirit of the situa- 
tion. He had all the assistance he needed; Spreckels provided money 
like a prince, and Burns shadowed everybody. He was shadowed, 
too." 


This is the Burns statement of the case; the other side has 


never been told in detail, and has only been revealed in parts from 
time to time by passing disclosures. Herein we" find the genesis of 
the "bombshell" fake, the yarns set afloat of attempts to kidnap Ruef, 
Lonergan and other witnesses; of the multitude of stories printed 
in the Bulletin and Call, the official organs of the Spreckels-Heney 
private prosecution, to discredit and defame the men elected for de- 
struction by the coterie of conspirators; of the canards sprung to 
bolster up the prosecution at opportune times during the trials of 
Ford and Glass. 


"Pouring in the poison" Burns gleefully calls it. The kind of 


business that should revolt the stomach of an honest man appears 
to be the sort of thing Burns most delights to do and which he prides 
himself on doing. He outlied the biggest liars; he made criminals his 
| agents and used them in his scheme to ruin the socalfed higher ups. 
He induced—according to the veracious Steffens, whose moral sense 
(•appears wholly perverfed—Eddie Graney, a prize-fight promoter, 


(by promise of immunity and protection) to get Schmitz to have 


\ introduced in the Board of Supervisors an ordinance forbidding 
unattended young girls to visit public skating rinks. The ordinance 
was in the interest of good morals and public decency. It was drawn 
by Heney, but it was used, first, to enrage a skating rink pro- 


prietor named G. M. Roy, a man with an evil reputation in the East, 
against Schmitz, and second, as a lure for the boodling Supervisors 
Spreckels and Heney desired to use as witnesses against reputable 
citizens. Schmitz having recommended the passage o! a wise and 
beneficent measure, Roy was then employed as a bribing agent by 
Burns, Spreckels furnishing the money. "Big" Jim Gallagher was 
privately given $1000, and Lonergan, Boxton and Coffey were given 
$500 apiece, with Burns and a stenographer as concealed witnesses 
to the transaction. Whether Gallagher was privy to the whole 
business, and was bribed to stand in with the game, is a matter 
of conjecture. 


But here we have it narrated by Burns himself how he had 


bribed Supervisors to vote against a meritorious ordinance which 
was introduced and recommended by the mayor at his surreptitious 
instigation. Were the boodling Supervisors compelled to disgorge 
the money furnished by Rudolph Spreckels through Burns for Roy 
to distribute as bribes? No. Were they arrested and brought to 
trial? No. 


Burns started a confessional and granted them absolution if 


they would engage themselves to become witnesses whenever called 
upon against the men vaguely designated but identified through the 
newspapers and by the freemasonry of a common understanding 
as the "higher-ups." Gallagher was induced to act as a steering 
committee for Burns in "persuading" the rascally Supervisors to 
come through and enlist as docile witnesses for the prosecution. 
All the Supervisors were included in the deal. Then came the 
Treaty of the Presidio. Here is the way Steffens narrates it: 


"One night the president of the Board of Supervisors and the 


president of the First National Bank met by apppointment 'way 
out on the Presidio (U. S. military reservation). They talked long 
and 'straight.' Gallagher began by saying that he understood some 
of the Supervisors had been trapped, and that they were to be 
granted immunity if they would help the prosecution to get the 
higher-ups. 
Mr. Spreckels said that was true. 
Gallagher then 


proposed that they all be allowed to come through on the same 
terms. He was frank; Mr. Spreckels says Jim Gallagher behaved 
well. The prosecution didn't know what Boxton was going- to do, 
till Gallagher told Spreckels out there in the dark that night that 
the dentist supervisor had warned his fellows that he must come 
through. There was no deception on Gallagher's part. He admit- 
ted that the plight of the board was bad, but not hopeless. 
He 


was the key to the situation. The prosecution, with three Super- 
visors for witnesses, might send Gallagher and the rest to prison. 
That would be all, however. 
None of them had had any corrupt 


dealings with Ruef except Gallaghef, and if Gallagher 'took his med- 
icine' and remained silent, the prosecution was blocked. On the 
other hand, if Gallagher 'peached,' he could deliver Ruef and Ruef 
could deliver—the truth; and Gallagher offered to 'peach,' if the 
prosecution would treat all the Supervisors alike.

Having made the Supervisors docile instruments of his 
will, Burns went to Ruef with offers of immunity. Again

"You're a smart man, Mr. Ruef," said the detective, when 


they sat down for their first talk. "And I'd rather deal with a smart 
man than a fool,any time. A fool in your place wouldn't see, for 
instance, that we had him bottled up. Nothing but shaking the 
bars and rattling the chains would convince him. But you? You 
can see that we have got you; and got you right. And you can 
see, also, that you aren't the man we're after. 
The fellow we're 


after is your good friend, the man higher up. He wants us to take 
you. And the public wants us to take you. You would make a 
lovely Jonah for the system; and easy. We've got you now."

THEMORTGAGELOAN MARKET 


A strong enough demand is certain, in time, to evoke the 


necessary supply. The demand for mortgage loans in this city is 
certainly as strong as it well could be, and the insurance com- 
panies, and particularly the life insurance companies, seem likely to 
supply it. The market seems to have settled down to about 6 per 
cent on mortgage loans, the borrower to pay the taxes. That is an 
advance over the rate of mortgage loans which has prevailed in this 
city for many years. 


A net rate of- 6 per cent will warrant the insurance companies 


in creating the machinery necessary to engaging in a general busi- 
ness of mortgage loans, great and small. Such an organization is 
necessary to avoid bad loans, such as private investors are likely 
to make. There has been a great deal of private mortgage loaning 
in this city, and those most familiar with that phase of financial life 
predict more or less trouble from .it after a year or two. Private 
loans are always liable to be called in when due, while loans by 
public institutions can usually be renewed. The 'trouble feared is 
of two kinds. Inexperienced lenders may make loans which cannot 
be called in—or at least cannot be made to come in—while on the 
other hand, money sharks are liable to shear a victim very close if 
they get him into their power. While most private loaning in this 
city has been done through reputable real estate firms, and while in 
the majority of cases, here as elsewhere, there will-be no trouble, 
yet experience shows that wherever private loaning prevails ex- 
tensively there is a certain percentage which turns out unfortunately 
for one or the other of the parties concerned. 


The savings -banks are now loaning moderately, believing that I 


the drain upon their funds for private loaning has about ceased. As 1 
soon as they are convinced of that they will loan much more freely, j 
for they are all carrying more cash than they like to. Loans, on 
mortgage by insurance companies have usually been confined to 
very large loans, in which the amount involved justifies the cost of 
special examinations. If, as seems likely, these companies have 
decided to engage in .a general mortgage business in this city, it will 
be profitable to them, profitable to borrowers and profitable to savings 
banks, for it will put an end to private commission loans and check 
withdrawals for private loaning from the banks.—San Francisco 
Chronicle-

tion. This is how Ruef was brought to terms. Again Burns cells 
the story through the estimiable Steffens: 


"The detective had every advantage, of course. He arranged 


the whole stage setting. The elisor, Big.gy, is a man with a high 
sense of duty, who obeys orders to the letter. He was to be strict 
with Ruef; all privileges came from Burns, who wa*s 'easy' and 
friendly, when he had a reason to be so. He gave orders that Ruef 
was never to be left alone. 'I wanted him to feel always that, 
sleeping or waking, a human eye was on him; a. cold," unsympathetic 
eye that was doing its duty, with suspicion, without sympathy. Al- 
ways, you understand; day and night; and that's fierce, you know.' 
But Burns could give relief, too; he alone. He let Ruef go out in 
his automobile, under guardr and he gave permission to the pris- 
oner's friends and attorneys to visit him. 


"Burns needed their help. Physical isolation is only half the 


game; Burns wants his victim to feel abandoned by his friends. 
And he must get that feeling from his friends. Ruef's family and 
his attorneys knew the news; they heard the rumors current in 
the outside world. Burns started rumors for them to hear and to 
repeat to Ruef. We all heard these: big business men, indicted, 
were turning state's witnesses; they were seen going into Heney's 
office or the grand jury room; and some of them did appear in 
these places, summoned for the very purpose, perhaps, of having 
Ruef hear of it. Certainly they kept well away from their pal, the 
boss prisoner; they were kept away by the true sense of espionage 
which all concerned had vividly and constantly. Burns was every- 
where. Some of them sent messages, selfish 
advice, and Burns 


seemed always to know what these were.'' 


Steffens is discreetly silent about the midnight conferences 


between Judges Lawlor and Dunne, Heney 
and Burns and the 


Jewish rabbis. He does not mention Ruef's written contract of im- 
munity, nor of the written grant of immunity given the Supervisors 
in an oath bound conclave. Also, ^he omits to state that offers of

Remember, this is the version Burns gives to the public through 


the medium of Steffens. Between the lines can be read the shame- 
ful expedients this man has resorted to; the infamous wrongs he has 
heaped on a vast number of people in nowise connected with the 
grafting and boodling officials of San Francisco; the calumnies he 
has spread broadcast, the base schemes he has devised, the vile 
instruments he has used, the corrupt methods he has employed, 
and the chicanery and fraud he has practiced on the public. Be- 
'hind this expose of smirking villainy we find disclosed by the chief 
agent of Spreckels the fact that from (he first the soca!!ed graft 
prosecution had no intention of punishing the official scoundrels who 
were debauching San Francisco, but were solely intent upon ruining 
in good name and wrecking financially the heads of certain public 
service corporations, chiefly the United Railroads and the gas 
company. Burns and Steffens have done the State some service in 
unwittingly laying bare a loathsome conspiracy against justice and 
decency.

Judge Melvin Advocates Absolute 


Freedom for Adults in 


Selecting Treatment. 


In his talk last evening: at the Otikland 
College ot Medicine 
and 
Surgery on 
"Christian Science and the Attitude of 
the American and English Courts Toward 
That Practice," Judge Melvin said: "It 
must always be remembered that many 
who profess this peculiar doctrine are 
man and women who are governed by the 
highest 
and 
best 
impulses anfl care 
should be taken in our legislative enact- 
ments that religious convictions, how- 
ever fantastic they may seem to men of 
aclence, are treated with respect. 


"Many instances 
might be cited to 
show that the law does not hesitate to 
take hold of him whose religious prac- 
tices offend public health, safety, peace 
or decency. Tet men nurtured under our 
constitution have a deep-seated fear of 
legislation which might be subverted to 
the abuse of religious freedom. 
It is 
therefore In the spirit of tdlcratlon that 
we must consider the problem offered by 
the presence In our midst of many fol- 
lowers of Mrs. Eddy. 
Compel Medical Treatment. 


"And 
in carrying out this principle 
I believe that all sufferers from con- 
tagious diseases should be quarantined 
and forced to submit to scientific treat- 
ment. 
Parents should be required by 


law, 
under heavy penalties for disobedi- 
ence, to secure proper medical treatment 
for their minor children of tender years 
when they are suffering from any sort 
of painful or sertous disease. 
"But 
the freedo mof choice in the 
treatment of one's own bodv Is too pre- 
cious to be highly curtailed. Therefore 
let us freely permit every adult,. Buffer- 
Ing or having in his mortal mind the 
'error' of suffering from any n on-con- 
tagioua disease, to choose his own 'dope.' 
To the Pest House. 


"But when he would se^k to Invade 
another's residence, accompanied by a 
fine, typical specimen of variola, let ua 
prove to him that his 'mortal mind' must 
do its purifying labors at the pesthouse." 
The judg'e'Is giving a course of fifteen 
lectures to hia students at the college. 
The program comprises subjects of gen- 
eral interest and talks will be given every 
Wednesday 
and 
Friday 
afternoon 
throughout the term. The public Is in- 
vited.

roads as a combination in restraint of 
trade has teen llled in .the United 
States court by the Atchison Topeka 
and Santa Fe.
